On the whole 
the figures of the valuators, who re- 
valued the property in the city last 
spring, were very satisfactory, very 
few complaints being received on the 
valuations made. The court sat until 
ten p.m. when all but five of the ap- 
peals had been heard, and these were 
held over for inspection of the prop- 
erty in question.

The case advanced for the crown 
by Irving B. Howatt, K.C., 9 crown 
prosecutor, was that Ikaluplak had for 
some years lived with the deceased 
Havougach, and that in 1921, at a 
place one hundred miles inland from 
Tree River, where Havougach and 
others of his tribe were camped, Ika- 
luplak and Havougach had gone with 
dogs and a sled over the snow to 
bring deer meat home from a cache 
located about half a days’ journey 
from the camp. From this journey, 
only one man returned, the accused, 
and he told the other Eskimo that 
Havougach was dead, On visiting 
the meat cache later on the same day, 
the other Eskimo found the body of 
Havougach with a bullet hole through 
his head, evidently the cause of his

That the Wetaskiwin Fair— the an- 
nual feature event held this year on 
August 7th and 8th, is first and fore- 
most a farmers’ institution, is an ac- 
cepted fact by the thousands of people 
who make their homes on the farms 
of this section of Central Alberta.

It is as interesting as it 
can be made, And for the ladies there 
is an endless variety to the things of 
interest and entertainment. 


The citizens of Wetaskiwin are 
proud of the fair and of the propor- 
tions to which it has grown.

This Week’s Great Day 


THE BATTLE OF THE NILE 


One hundred and. twenty-six years 
ago, on the Ist of August, 1798, Ad- 
miral Lord Nelson, the greatest of 
our naval heroes, won his most re- 
markable victory and earned his 
peerage, \ 

At this time Napoleon Bonaparte 
had made himself master of Egypt, 
and was preparing to march through 
Palestine and Mesopotamia with the 
intention of wresting India from the 
British crown. His supporting fleet, 
which consisted of 18 battleships, 4 
frigates and several gun-boats, was 
lyinf at anchor in Aboukir Bay at the 
mouth of the Nile, where Nelson ar- 
rived in the afternoon of the 1st of 
Aupust with a fleet of 14 men of war, 
The French. ships were of consider- 
ably preater tonnage and carried 
more guns than the British, and the 
French admiral had 12,000 men against 
Nelson's 8,000, : 

Nelson found the enemy’s ships all 
ranged in a line against the shore, and 
without a moments hesitation ordel- 
ed one of the most daring and surpris- 
mg manoeuvres in naval history. He 
divided his fleet into two sections 
and sailed five ships into the shallow 


water between his opponents and the} 


shore, in which position they not only 
incurred the risk of runing aground 


but were exposed to the fire from bat: | 


teries of guns and mortars on the 
shore and on an island in” the bay. 
The remaining nine ships he extend- 
ed in a line on the seaward side of 
the Frencheinent, whom he was thus 
able to attack from both sides. 

The battle commenced at six in the 
evening, and two hours later the 
French admiral, despite his superior- 
ity, in numbers and guns, had five of 
ships out of action, and realized that 
his doom was sealed. Firing contin- 
ued until five o'clock in the morning, 
by which time the French had lost: 
eleven of their battleships and two 
frigates. The four survivors succeed- 
ed in slipping out to sea, but only 
one frigate escaped, the other three 
being sunk hy British ships which 
they encountered in the Mediterran- 
ean, 

Early in the engagement Nelson 
was wounded severely in the head, 
but with his characteristic humanity 
insisted on remaining on deck to. su- 
perintend the rescue of the crews of 
the destroyed French ships. About 
4000 French sailors, mostly wounded, 
succeeded in escaping to the shore, 
but over 5,000 were killed, while Nel- 
son’s losses only totalled 896, of which 
218 were killed and 678 wounded. 

This memorable fight, which Nel- 
son himself described as “not a vic- 
tory but a conquest’, gave the Brit- 
ish the command of the sea between 
France and Egypt and put an end to 
Napoleon's scheme for the conquest of 
India. 

The captain of the French flagship 
“L'Orient” which was blown to pieces, 
during the engagement, was Casa 
Bianca, and the simple heroism of 
his young son on the doomed ship 
has been immortalized by Mrs. He- 
mans in her well known poem, which 
commences “The boy stood on the 
burning deck”. 

Nelson's sailors made a coffin from 
the mainmast of “L’Orient” and pre- 
sented it to their beloved commander, 
who carried it with him on all his 
yoyages until he met his glorious 
ceath at Trafalgar seven years later, 
anu it was in this casket that he was

ent steps and blaming the poor little 
caterpillar for them all. 

Really the caterpillar himself is not 
to blame; he is merely a link in the 
chain. In reality our friends the 
moths are at the bottom of the whole 
trouble—and the lady moths at that. 
That they are thoroughly opposed to 
any idea of race suicide is indicated 
by the fact that each of these lady 
moths considers the season wasted 
unless she has deposited on a branch 
of a poplar tree one of her specially 
constructed egg-collars — containing 
about 250 eggs. These egg rings are 
easily seen on the upper Lranches of 
such trees as are considered suitable 
as food for the youngsters which will 
emerge from the eggs. The eggs, 
when laid, are covered with a thick 
coating of a brown frothy material 
which acts as a very effective insu- 


tremely light, due to flocculence of the 
deposit and admixture of air. 

In the Wainwright field there are 
at present three wet gassers with an 
aggregate estimated production of 
28,000,000 feet a day, with no immed- 
fate market. The Peace River dis- 
trict with seven wells shows a large 
gas production, At Pouce Coupe, the 
Imperial Oi] Company’s well was 
capped on making in excess of 15,000,- 
000 cubic feet per day. One large 
gasser at Pelican Rapids, on the Atha- 
basca, has burned wide open for over 
twenty years. The recently completed 
well of the Rogers Imperial in the 
Sweetgrass area produces some 68,- 
000,000 cubic feet of wet gas, admit- 
tedly a bigger well than “Old Glory” 
in the Medicine Hat area with over 
20,000,000 cubic feet.

perch and find himself another tree 
from which the leaves have not al- 
ready been removed. 

By the end of June the caterpillars 
are mature and begin to look about 
for suitable locations for the forma- 
tion of their silken cocoons, within 
which they take the fourth and last 
step in their metamorphosis, and are 
changed through the chrysalid stage 
from caterpillars to moths. These 
leaf covered, silk wrapped cocoons 
have been a common sight on trees 
within the last couple of weeks. This 
stage in their development does not 
take long. Already the change has oc- 
curred in a great many of them, and 
the buff-colored moths have come into 
town to see the sights, 

Incidentally, this is the time when 
effective steps can be taken to reduce 
materially the number of caterpillars 
which may be expected to appear next 
year, Every moth killed at this time

VENERABLE ALBERTA 
BAR LEADER IS DEAD 
AFTER SHORT ILLNESS 


The Hon. David Lynch Scott, Chief 
Justice of Alberta, died after a twenty- 
four hours’ illness at his summer resi- 
dence near South Cooking Lake at el- 
even o'clock on Saturday morning, at 
the age of 78. 

Although ailing in health for some 
years, and in spite of his advanced 
age, the Chief Justice had been active 
until the time of his death in conduct- 
ing the judicial affairs of the province. 
Accompanied by his two daughters, 
Mrs, 5S. Miller and Mrs. D, M. Brown, 
he was taking his usual summer yaca- 
tion when he was seized with the 
fatal illness on Friday morning. 

Chief Justice Scott is survived by 
his widow, two sons (Dr. Walter M, 
Scott of Edmonton and Morris A, 
Scott, engineer of Chicago), and two 
daughters (Mrs. D. M. Brown of Ster- 
co and Mrs, 5, Miller of Moose Jaw.) 

Coming to Edmonton from Calgary 
in 1902 as Judge of the Supreme Court 
of the Northwest Territories, he was 
transferred to the Alberta Bench when 
this province was confederated. He 
had earned a reputation in judictal 
circles for his extreme consideration 
lo younger members of the bar, 

He was appointed to the supreme 
Judicial seat in Alberta three yars ago 
and was made a Doctor of Law at 


last year’s convocation of the Univer- 


sity,

Philadelphia by J. K. Wright in 1864 
for use in making printer’s ink. There 
is no known black that can be suc- 
cessfully substituted for that made 
from natural gas in the manufacture 
of printers’ ink, typewriter ribbons, 
carbon paper, phonograph records, el- 
ectric insulators, paints, automobile 
tires, ete. To convey some idea as 
to the quantity of carbon black used 
for tires, it is only necessary to state 
that it takes one and three quarter 
pounds of carbon black to each 30x 
34% tire. The automobile tire indus- 


try alone absorbs some 25,000,000 Ibs 


annually, The printer’s ink business 
absorbs 15,000,000 pounds more, and 


the price quotation on the New York 
market with the present scarcity of 
carbon black ranges around 45 cents 
per pound.

| FEEDING OF MEAT 


BY-PRODUCTS IN 
HOPPERS TO HOGS 


The value of organic supplements 
for hog feeding has been demonstrat: 
ed in a number of tests completed 
during the past few years on the Do- 
minion Experimental Farms, 

In a feeding test conducted with 
four lots of Yorkshire hogs, two -com- 
mercial tankages and a commercial 
meat meal were fed in self-feeding | 
hoppers as supplements to the meal 
ration, which, in this instance, con- 
tained milk as well, while the remain- 
ing lot was used as a check in order 
to determine the economy of feeding 
these supplements and also the quan- 
tity which the hogs would consume. 

The test commenced on January 9 
and continued for a period of 90 days. | 
Bach lot included seven pigs averag- 
ing from 44 to 54 pounds in weight. 
The meal ration for all lots consisted 
of ground oats, 2 parts; ground barley 
1 part; shorts, 1 part; middlings 1 
part; and linseed oi] meal, 3 per cent. 
The meal was fed as a milk slop in 
troughs. Each lot of hogs consumed 
1710 pounds of the meal mixture and 
3322 pounds of skim milk. Lot 1 was 
used as the check and did not receive 
meat by-products. Lot 2 consumed 
9,06 per cent of tankage; Lot 3, 11.4 
per cent of No. 2 tankage; and Lot 4, 
9.06 per cent of meat meal. 

Lot No. 1 made slightly the lowest 
gains as well as the most economical 
gains followed in turn by the lot on 
No. 1 tankage, the lot on No. 2 tank- 
age and the lot on meat meal. The 
average daily gains per hog were 1.03 
pounds, 1.05 pounds, 1.08 pounds and 
1.09 pounds, while the feed costs per 
pound of gain were 5.23 cents, 5.68 
cents, 5.74 cents and 5.89 cents res- 
pectively. 

The addition of the meat by-pro- 
ducts increased the gains but this in- 
crease was not sufficiently large to 
compensate for the increased cost of 
the ration. 

The results further indicate that it 
is not economical to add as much as 
10 per cent of meat by-products to a 
well balanced milk and meal ration. 

These results agree in principle 
with those of previous tests in that 
organic suplements increase the gains 
produced in a given period and also 
that it is not usually economical to 
supply these much in excess of 5 or 
6 per cent of the meal ration —Experi- 
mental Farms Note.

TESTING DAIRY HERDS 


The work of the Dominion copart. 
ment of agriculture in carrying out the | 
production tests on the dairy herds in| 
the province is increasing steadily. 
Mr. A. Moore, is in charge of the work | 
in Alberta. Myr. Moore states that 
662 cows have been tested for the 
month of June, and the results dis- 
close that the dairy herds of the pro- 
vince are good producers. 

Inspector A. G. Eadie has completed 
testing in the Hay Lakes district. He 
reports that this district has some 
very fine dairy herds, The majority 
of dairy stock is grade Shorthorns. 
A number of outstanding animals 
turned in record yields in butter fat. 
Ingle Brothers’ pure bred herd of 
Ayrshires, eighteen of which were un- 
der test, showed some fine results, 
One cow in the herd gave seventy-four 
pounds of butterfat for June. The 
daily yield of this animal was forty 
pounds of milk. 

Commenting on the results which 
the department wished to achieve, Mr. 
Eadie said: ‘‘The policy of the depart 
ment is to improve the herds so that 
farmers can weed out the unprofit- 
able cows and breed only from the 
high testing or producing animals. 
We advocate using pure bred sires 
of the dairy breeds for dairy purposes. 
raising heifer calves from the best 
cows. We also recommend growing 
sunflowers and corn fodder as a suc: 
culent food for use in winter dairying. 

The majority of dairy men are anx- 


lious to improve their herds by breed- 


ing them to good dairy sires now that 
the testing has shown the necessity 
of good producers.”
